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A visit TO THE SELKIRKS, 


What a Visitor Saw There A Wonder- 
ful Glacier Railway Loop, 


UNIQUE SCENERY, 


As many of our citizens are still an 
acquainted with the Seikirks their won 
derful, and | may say, unique scenery for 
North America and their g'aciers per 
he ps a short notice descriptive of them 
may not be amiss 

At Six Mile Creek twenty milos west of 
Donald the Raiiway leaves the level of 
Beaver Creek and begins to ascend the 
mountain on the west side. As the grade 
rises above the trees in the creek valley 
and the traveller can look down or up 
without obstruction to his vision he is fill 
ed with wonder and delight at the varied 
and grand views constantly seen above and 
below 

In less than three miles he crosses 
Mountain Creek bridge, over 1,000 feet 
long and 156 feet high, and gets a birds 
eye view of the valley, which will suffice 
for him until he reaches Surprise Creek 
where he crosses a bridge 175 feet high 
At this point he begins to realize the fret 
that his eyes are poor indicators of real 
height or size. Trees from 150 to 200 
feet in height are put down at less than 
half and if told that the creck valley 
which he is looking down upon is 600 feet 
below him he will laugh at the idea, yet 
all these objects have been measured and 
their height, size and distance verified 
At Stoney Creek the last high bridge is 
reached and this one from the centre of 
the middle pier to the floor above is 282 
feet. One evening | crossed this bridge 
on the ties and looked down into the | 
depths below and when I saw trees which 
I knew to be 150 feet high looking like 
small poles, as 1} gazed upon them, my 


brain grew almost powerless and I had 
the utmost difficulty to measure my steps 
so as to walk to the other side in safety 
A word in passing about these bridges 
they are absolutely safe. I have seen two 
engines and ten car loads of iron cross 
each bridge and have watched the water 
in the fire barrels alongside and except a 
slight ripple there was no other percept 
ible movement in it 

At the bridge the railway turns away 
from Beaver Creek and passes for over 
three miles through very heavy forest 
from which it emerges at Caseade Creek 
where a very fine shoot of water comes in 
from the right. We now look down on 
Bear Creek up which the railway winds 
with a constantly ascending grade. In 
mediately in front rises Mount Carroll 
attaining an altitude of nearly 5,000 feet 
above the level of the cree Four miles 
of varied scenery with mountains on every 
hand towering to the skies, capped in 
many cases by everlasting snow and ice 
from which numerous streams descend 
ing leap from rock to rock in miniature | 
cascades and waterfalls bring us to the 
summit 

AN AMERICAN GLACTEI 


Standing at the summit and looking 
south east the peaks of Mount Dawson 
named after Dr. G. M. Dawson the emi 


nent Geologist stand out in relief against 
the sky, behind them but not in sight is 
Syndicate Peak which dominates the | 
whole range and stands as the eastern 
flank of Agazis Glacier which seems to 
surround all the mountains south of the 
Summit. he discharge of this Glacier 
is Glacier Creek which is crossed by the 
railway two miles and a half south of the | 
Summit, 

Any visitor who desires to get a first 
class view of the glacier without climbing 
can have it by going a little over a mile 
south west of the summit on the “tote 
road.’ From a promitient point on this 
road he can look right up Glacier Creek 
and with his naked eye see the “lateral 
moraines’ which confine the glaciers on 
either side. The “terminal moraine’ is | 
not visible as the lower part of the glacier | 
is hidden in the intervening forest. A | 
glass will bring all parts into relief and 
there will be no difficulty in seeing the 


moraines, crevasses or great cracks in the 
ice, its rough undulating surface and the 
small streams issuing from that part of it 
nearest to Syndicate Peak 

Rhould any person desire to examine 
theice he can easily do so by ascending 
(Glacier Creek and going up the left branch, 
As there are no paths it is a matter of 
some difficulty but the ardent explorer 
will attain hie object no matter what the 
obstructions may be. 

The glaciers at the source of Bear Creek 
are well worth a visit as the ice can be 
examined in various states and the clear 
distinctions between snow fields and ylac- | 
iers easily ascertained At present no 
ladies or gentlemen deficient in muscular 
power need attempt to reach the ive as it} 
lies between 2,500, and 4,000 feet above 
the level of the railway. For the first 
1,500 the ascent is through thick brush 
and over logs where snow slides are fre 
quent and where every bysh slopes down 
wards and even the trees themselves can 
yotstand upright, Walking is out of the 
question and each person must pull him 
self up by the hushes, which however are 
nearly all berry bearing and covered in 
August and September with the finest of 
fruit 

After passing through the brush th: 
ascent 's comparatively easy as there are 


no obstructions eacept those incidental 
ty all climbing, shortness of breath, and 
muscular weakness inthe lower limbs. It 
is not my purpose to describe the lovely 
and sublime scenery which surrounds the 
mountain climber when he ascends out of | 
the valley at any point hut merely to speak 

of an American glacier as it is

Just beyond the summit of the Selkirks | 


a most remarkable piece of engineering 
oceurs on the C.P.R, line.

ly direction. By the tote road the distance | ,,Temders for the delivery at the North-West 


between the summit of the Selkirks and 
the first crossing of the Ile-cille-waet River 
is less than three miles in a straight line, 
while by the railway itis over six. With- 
in ten miles from the summit there are 
seven bridges with an average of 800 feet, 
the longest of which is 1,170 feet. The 
reason that the line takes this tortuous 
course is, in the first place, to get lower 
down the mountains to avoid heavy grades, 
the average grade being only 249 feet in 
the 100 Another reason is that the ap 
pearance of the forests on the sides of the 
mountains along the route taken by the 
railroad shows conclusively that it is quite 
sheltered from snowslides, while the shoit- 
er and straighter line of the tote road is 
yery much exposed to them The railroad- 
ers have given this part of the road the 
name of the Loop
